Entl of the Debate Which Has Occu 
pied So Mauy 
Hours.

Sherman Law Rescinded By a Vote of 
Forty-Three to Thirty- 
Two. 

Wasiiinotok, Oct. 30.— Tho Senate mot 
at 11 a.m. with orof^ded galleries and fifty- 
two acinatore present. Tho silver repeal 
bill was taken up and Hiuitor explained 
briefly his position, lie said he subscribed 
in good faith to the Chicago platform, and 
that he abould vote for the uncoaditional 
repeal of the Sherman Act. They stood 
ready to join their friends in tho vote for 
silver, and ahould earnestly and manfully 
strike for victory. Ho was followed by 
Cameron, who o.xpreaaed himself soinewhat 
to the sumo efloct. Cumerou was followed 
by Morgan, who spoke of tho siluatiou by 
which tlie Senate was confronted as a 
lamentable one, of which he could not speak 
cxc-jpt with pain, nor coutomplato without 
serious apprehension for the future of the 
country. 

Hunter (Dem., Ill ) submitted a rcsolu- 
tiou expreaaini,' the aatonlahmout and sorrow 
of the ilouse at ilic news of tho violent 
death of Mayor Ilairiaon, forincrly a mem- 
ber of the House. It was unanimously 
adopted. 

.Senator MorRon said those who favor 
coalition had to go outside the Democratic 
party to eflfeot it. " The Senator from Ohio 
may dictate to tho President, and to tho 
finance committee, and to the minority nf 
the democracy, but not bo me," be cried. 
Senator Shorman, however, had retired to 
the oloak room and did not hear the remark. 
Ho came back iaco the chamber immediately 
afterward and sat in his usual attitude of 
silent observation while Morean continued 
hia remarks on Sherman's action. 

Tho loDR conflict in the Senate over tho 
bill to repeal the purohaaing clause of the 
Sherman bill came to an end to-day, with a 
victiiry on the oido of repeal. Tho vote on 
the passago of tho bill as omendod (that ia 
of tho Voorhees substitute) was : Yeas, 43; 
nays, .12. Thero was no exultation or ex- 
citement over the result, but there was pro- 
bably a feeling of relief on all sides that the 
end of tho struggle had been reached. To- 
morrow the Secretary of tho Senate will ap- 
pear at the liar of tho House with a message 
informing that body that tho bill has been 
passod with an amendment, and rc(|ue8ting 
tho concurrenoo of tho House in that 
amendment. Tho measago and bill may re- 
main on tho Speaker's desk until it ia 
convenient to havo it laid before 
tho members, or it may be referred 
tc I. oominilteo of tho Senate. The 
amendment may be concurred in without any 
reference to any committee and by a direct 
vote of the House will the Repeal bill fight 
be brought to an end. 



WOMAN BEHEADED. 

A German Mnrderess Loses Her Life 
at ttie Hands of ttie 
Headsman. 



She Killetl Her Hus-ljaiul in a Coltl- 
Blooded Manner— Last 
Scenes. 

Hkklin', Oct. .'iO. — A woman waa exe- 
cuted in this city to-day, she being tho first 
woman to suffer the death penalty here 
since Berlin was made a Kaisertadt. The 
last woman to suffer tho extreme penalty of 
the law was executed in l.Si7. The victim 
to-day waa Emilie Zoillmau, nee Kuehno, 
of Heiiimer, I'ruaaiau Silesia. She had been 
convicted of tho murder of hor husband, 
and the facts elioited at the trial ahowed 
that the crime was a moat deliberate and cold 
blooded one. Frau Zeillman was IS years 
old. In (iormany capital sentences are 
carried out by a hoadaman, and to (iiiy 
ileindul, of Magdeburg, acted in that 
capacity. The pri'paratmna for tho exe- 
cution were kept secret. Kveu Keindal did 
not know until last night who it was ho was 
to decapitate. The condemned woman, who 
had been incarcerated in tho Moabite prison, 
waa only ajipriaed of the nearness of her 
fate at 1 ;.'jo ycateriiay afternoon. Up to 
that lime she had firmly lielievcd that tho 
ICmperor would grant a rcHpile. When she 
waa told that she waa to die to-day, she 
broke dowu completely, and her actions 
u ere pitiable. The Movbite prison has no 
execution yard, and tho prisoner was there- 
fore transferred to tho Pioetznerso prison. 
She was taken there yesterday in a van, 
a number of mounted police riding around 
the convcyanco. The prison was reached at 
•2:'M) o'clock, and tho woman was placed in 
u cell on tho ground floor on tho so called 
niasUs' wing. Tho femiilo warden remained 
with her throughout the nicht. 

When supper time came tho [jrisonor 
asked that she bo served with beefsteak 
and colToo, remarking ao she proirered her 
requeat, " it will bo tho last time I will 
want to oat." Shop irtook very heartily of 
tho food furnished her. Aa the darkness 
set in, she becamo very rcstleia. Sho 
would lie on her pallet for a time, and then 
get up and walk up and dosvn in )iur nar- 
row cell. Almost all tho night was passed 
in this manner, tho prisoner continually 
protesting iier innocence. At 7 o'clock, the 
execution attendants appeared in tho cell, 
aacoini)anieil by a cler^;ynian and 
Boveral other persona. Frau /'eillman 
waa then told that it waa time for tlie final 
preparations for death to be made. Sho 
waa in an agony of fear and made not tho 
slightest resiatanoe to those detailed to pre- 
pare her for her awful fate. A woman 
stopped up to her aa ahe aatwith wiile 
staring eyea on a ohair, and expeditiously 
out from her dress a oiroular piece about the 
neck ; then her dark brown hair waa twisted 
into a knot and fastened on the .top of the 
bead, litaviDS her whole neok entirely baiu. 

At 8 o'clock two wardens took hor by the 
arms, lifted hor from her seat and half led, 
half carried her into tho courtyard, where 
tho headsman's block had boon placed. Bo- 
sido it stood the executioner resting on ths 
hilt of his heavy sword. Half dead with 
foar tho woman wua placed beside tho block 



and thero supported while Prosecutor 
Homunu read to her tho aentouco of death. 
The prisoner was told to kneel, but sho 
i)p[iarently did not hear, and tho wardeua 
j^ently, but firmly, forced her down 
until hor head rested on tho block While 
they were dnirg this, a handkerchief that 
had been temporarily plactd around her 
neck wua removed. Tho next instant after 
her head touched the block there was ii 
gleaming flash of steel, and tho head of tho 
woman dropped into tho basket placed to 
receive it. As tho blood flowed in a torrent 
from tho severed neck, tho executioner ex- 
claimed : "The sentence of tho law has 
beec executed; may God iiave meroy upon 
the poor sinner." 



C'Uv of Sew Vork Itoomcd. 

San Fua.ncisco, Oct. 30. — The chances 
for floating the wrecked steamer City of 
New York grow poorer each day, and it ia 

very doubtful if tho efforts now put forth 
will amount to anything, although a number 
of Pacific Mail Steamahip officials still be- 
lieve that the disabled vessel will be got off. 
They havo not given up all hope aa Wrecker 
Whittlaw also refused to give up the idea, 
and he believes that some success may yet 
come out of tho trials made. All of tho 
necoBsary apparatus fordoing effective work 
has been taken to Point Bonita. Whatever 
work is to bo done must bo performed 
quickly. According to mariners wellin- 
tormed, who have visited the acono of tho 
wreck, the Naw Voik will not survive tho 
stormy wcatlier for any length of lime. 



SPANISH DEFEAT. 



General Mariano Killed and Prince 
Perdiuaml of Bonrbon 
Missiue:. 



Eilliau Fanaticism and Foolhardy 
Bravery Too Much for the 
Iberian Troops. 



Maduid, Oct. 30. — Among the members 
of the staff of General Margallo, ra)mmander 
of tho Spanish troops at Melilla, who was 
killed yeaterday during tho fighting with 
tho Ritliana, was Prince Ferdinand of Bour- 
bon, nephew of the ex-King of Naples. Ho 
has not been seen since tlio light was at its 
height, and it is not known whether ho wua 
killed or fell a prisoner into the bands of 
the enemy. The public excitement over 
tho repulse of the Spanish forces is 
hourly increasing, and tho popular 
clamor for tho despatch of a punitive ex- 
pedition against the Riflians, will undoubt- 
edly force the Covernment to take prompt 
measures. Tho Government cannot plead 
ignoranco of tho situation in Morocco. 
News of an alarming character reached 
Madrid from the Governor of Melilla some 
time ago. Tho Governor stated in this 
despatch that ob a result of a protracted con- 
ference of leadera of the tribes known col- 
loquially as tho Kiffians, no less than 
tliirty-ono tribes had entered into an alli- 
ance to wage war against tho Spaniards. 

The foolhardy bravery and fanaticism of 
the RIffians ia well known to everybody 
who has ever had <lealiDg3 with them, and 
the Government is censured for not Bonding, 
as soon aa the trouble broke out, a sufficient 
force to drive them back into their mountain 
fusineeaLS and to keep them there. To say, 
as has been said, that tho Spanish troops 
were astonished at tho entire lack of fear 
manifested by tho Rilliaus in their attack 
on tho soldiers, shows a lack of knowledge 
of tho character of the tribesmen. 
(Jeneral Margallo, who did not underesti- 
mate the foe he was dealing with, probably 
thought that, under the protection of artil- 
lery and the Manser rifles of hia troops, it 
woald be safe for the workmen engaged in 
throwing redoubta about the forts to con 
tinue the work. The moment the attack 
was made, however, and the Spaniah lines 
of defenae showed signa of wavering, a forco 
ten times aa large as that under Gen. 
Margallo's command oonid not have held 
the fanatics in check, for without 
the slightest fear of death, and indeed 
being, as thoy bolievcd, engaged in a holy 
war, welcoming it as a sure road to Para- 
dise, they fought like demons incarnate. 
The excitement growing out of the affair 
threalena to havp aorioua political conae- 
ijui'ncea for the Government. The 
Oonservativea are taking advontago 
of the popular ferment to attempt to oust 
tho Government and assume power theui- 
Hclvea. A despatch from Melilla states that 
tho Riflians had resumed their attack upon 
tho Spaniards. Tho fighting waa desperate 
on both sides, but the Spaniards auocessfully 
maintained their positions.

SIR JOHN ABBOTT. 



The Ex- Premier of Canada Succumbs 
to a Severe Snrglcal 
Operation. 



A Cancer the Direct Canse of the 
Hon. Gentleman's 
Death. 



MoNTRKAi,, Oct, 30— (Special).— Sir John 
Abbott, ex-Promier of Canada, died at nine 
o'clock thia evening. His end was peaceful. 
Sir John's death followed n surgical opera- 
tion for tho removal of a cancer of tho 
bowels, which waa performed several days 
ago. Ho never rallied, and died surrounded 
by all tho members of his family. Sir John's 
funeral will tako place on Thursday after- 
noon, and hia remuina will he interred in 
Mount Royal Cemetery. 

Sir John Joseph Caldwell Abbott was 
tho eldest son of tho lato Rev. Joseph Ab- 
bott, first Anglican incumbent of St. An- 
drew's, Argenteuil, I'. Q , having been born 
at St. Andrew's, March ]'2, IS'21. Ho waa 
educated at St, Andrew's and at tho Uni- 
verBity of McGill College, Montreal. Ho 
was called to the bar in lS-17, being appoint- 
ed Q. C, in ISd'J, graduating as D. C. L. 
in 1S()7. He waa fiir ten years 
Dean of the Faculty of Law in McGill Uui- 
veraity, and was a (iovernur of tho Univer- 
sity. Ho occupied many public positions, 
being Mayor of the city of Montreal, having 
received a majority vote of 2,000. Ho was 
elected for the county of Argenteuil in 1857, 
to the Canadian Aaaembly, and from 
May, 18C2, to March, 18G3, waa Solicitor- 
General He represented Arconteuil in the 
Aeaembly until tho Union, being elected 
to the Commons in 1867, 1872 and 1874. 
In October 1874, ho waa unseated, 
tho seat being gained by Mr. Lemuel 
Cuahing. Ho was a candidate in 1878, but 
was defeated. Tho seat was for several 
years held alternately by him and Dr. 
Christie, the election being several times 
before the court, but in 1882 he was elected 
by acolnmation. He waa called to the 
Senate in 1887, and in June, 1891, became 
Premier, ancoeeding Sir John Maodonald, 
a position which ill health oompelled bim to 
resign, when be was aucoeeded by Sir John 
Thompson, hit John was the anthor of ttie 
Insolvent Act of 1S74, and was 
characterized during his publie oareer 
by tho attention he bestowed on 
commercial legislation. For a number of 
years he was chairman of the Banking and 
Commerce committee of the House of Com- 
mona. He atood very high at the Bar, 
and ac a lawyer wua one of the 
most useful men in Parliament. Sir 
John Abbott was associated in 1879 
with Sir Hector Langevin on tho Letellier 
Miaaion to England, and in 1888 was named 
by the Government for a mission to Australia 
to promote trade relations with those col- 
onies. He was for some years counsel to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

ANOTHER CRANK 



Visits the Olflce of the Gould Brothers 
and Demands Five Thousand 
Dollars. 



He Hade No Threats, Bat Was Placed 
in Safe Eeepiner as a 
PrecantloH. 



New York, Oct. 30.— A crank put in 
an appearance at tho oflico of George and 
Edwin Gould this afternoon and refuaad to 
leave until he had made a demand for $5,000. 
He did not make a threat, but was lead 
away by a dotectire and placed under arrest 
aa a matter of precaution. The man ia a 
telegraph operator who has been out of 
work for some time, and is supposed to have 
been speculating in the bucket shops. He 
first put in an appearance at the Gould 
office ■ in tho Western Union building 
about ten days ago.

Gould. Ho arrived at tho office thia morn- 
ing about 10 o'clock, and when told thaa 
Mr. George Gould waa in tho Weat, ho aaid 
ho would aeo either of the brothers. He 
waited in tho ante room a couple of hours, 
and waa then told that Mr. Edwin 
Gould would be in at 2 o'clock. 

A detective was sent for, and at 2;,30p. m. 
when tho man arrived, the detective stood 
a few feet back of him, while Mr. Edwin 
Gould went to tho window which opens from 
the main office into tho antoroom, and lis- 
tened to what tho man had to aay. He 
talked rapidly and in a low tone for nearly 
15 minutes. Ho demanded $5,000, and said 
that he must have it. He made no threats, 
but would not go away when Mr. Gould de- 
clined to do anything for bim. The detec- 
tive stood almost within reach of the man, 
ready to seize him had be showed any 
disposition to do injury to Mr. Gould. 
Finally tho detective took him in charge, 
and accompanied by Mr. Gould and one of 
the clerks the man was escorted to police 
headquarters, where ho was locked up.

The World's Colnmbinu Exposition 
Officially Rnng Uat of Existence 
at Miduigrlit. 



Chicago Day Over Affaiii— Awards Pre- 
sented— " Aiild Laiiff SyiK! " Eu- 
thuHiastieally Suugf. 



CuiL'AdO, Oct. 30. — As tho eun aota in the 
West to-night, tlio flags tliat iiavo proudly 
iioatcd in ttio bcocza upon toworing stalls, 
over buildings and entrance gates, day in 
and day out since that memorable May 
Day, when Grover Cleveland, aa President 
of the United States, deoliirod the World's 
Exposition opened, will be furled in token 
that it is passing into history, while a few 
hours later, when the clocks are chiming 
tho hour of midnight, each pasting stroke 
will be the death knell of what is claimed to 
be the greatest, the {;'<>nde8t and most 
glorious exposition of the world's art, and 
science and manufacture that the universe 
has so far seen. Perhaps, too, for many 
weeks to come there will remain enough 
and more than a sufOcioucy to tempt tho 
wayfarer into making the jmiiney fron) the 
business part of the city cu that portion of 
the sands of Lake Michigan, where for six 
months tho White Metropolis has reigned 
supreme. 

Tho booming of cannon on the lake front 
awakened the sleeping city at daylight, and 
less than an hoar thereafter the exodus to 
tho southward limits was in full swing. 

Despite the fact that tho day had not beuu 
(lecluri-d u general holiday, it seemed as 
though the eniiro population of the city, 
together with a h.ilf iiiidion of traiibient 
gueata, liad turned out to the obai<iuie8 of 
tho cxpoaitiou. At seven o'clock the ter- 
minals of the various atoain, street railroads 
aud eli vated roiid.s wen; beaiufjed by crowds. 
At 9 o'clock it was a siniplc case of trallic 
congestion. Men, wniueu and children 
fought and tore and struggled for a 
chance, not merely to get inside of tho 
cars but to stand on tho platforms, or even 
to sit on the roofa. It was Chicago day 
over again, only that, for the lime being, 
the preeeure was more tremeudoua. Down 
at tho fair grounds llie forty fivo entrance 
gates were kept ou an eternal click from tho 
moment that the ticket takera had reported 
for duty, and although crowda are deceptive 
it was calculated at noon that fully half a 
million people had passed from Stony Island 
avenue into tho grounds of tho White City. 
There waa no formal programme for tho 
morning. Aa tho noon hour waa chimed tho 
guua boomed a greeiiug, which waa interpre- 
ted by the multitude aa u prelude to the 
formal exercises in Festival hall, which were 
to mark the final dissutution of the great 
enterprise. 

Thousands were fain to bo content even 
with a sight of the building within which 
the funeral oration of tho groat White City 
was to be pronounced. Presently a burat 
of patriotic music penetrated the walls of 
the structuro. The multitude within was 
singing tho " Star Spangled Banner." The 
multitude without took up the chorus, and 
the old air was sung as it had never been 
sung before. Then to those on tho outside 
there was an interval of quiet. Once again 
the shrill notes of the band were heard, 
once again the torrent of voices rolled out 
into the open, once again the tens of thou- 
sands of voices took up the refrain. Three 
times and once it was repeated, and as the 
voices instinctively died down the refrain 
echoed like a requiem through tho streets 
and shrubbery : 

" Should auld acquaintance bo (oiROt 
And the daysoC Auld Lang Synef" 

In Festival hall the exercises were simple, 
but at the same time impressive. "America" 
was rendered by the orahestra, and after a 
brief prayer bad been offered an address waa 
delivered by ex-Senator T. W. Palmer, 
president of tho World's Colundiian Ex- 
position. Then the bjud played " Dixie " 
and Director-General Duvies in a short but 
appropriate addresa presented to President 
Higginbotham a list of the awarda that had 
been made in the viirioua departments. 
After more niu«ic the awards were presented 
to the representatives of tho American ex- 
hibitors, and the same programuie waa fol- 
lowed with the fureif^ii exhibitors, pre- 
faced by an addieaa from Imperial 
Commisaion Ceneral von Weimuth, of 
Germany. After the band had rendered 
the " Star Spangled H inner " there were 
addreasea by John C. Wyman, on hehali ol 
the State ComriiiHaionei s, and by President 
I'almer for the National ('oiniiiiKsion, the 
latter in clouing lii.'i remarks said clearly aud 
with emphasia : "I now declare the World'j 
Columbian Exposition closed for time and 
eternity." Aa ho spoke the last words Pro- 
fessor 'I'oinpkiua waved bis baton, and, as if 
moved by a audden inspiration, tho vast 
audience buiso into song to the strains of 
Auld Lang Syne, The still greater audi- 
ence on the exterior joined in the refrain, 
the cannon on the lake front boomed, the 
bells in tho belfry rang u peal, tho ateani- 
boata on the lake and tho smaller craft on 
the lagoons turned steam on their whistles, 
and amidst a cooglomoration of enthusiastic 
demonstratipns the World's Columbian Ex- 
position became ollicially a thing of memory.

On the resumption of tho hearing of the 
summons, after the determination of tho 
preliminary objections to Mie sulliciency of 
the Holt allidavit to validate the amended 
writ in favor of tho plaintill', 

Mr. Prior advanced a new objection 
against tho writ itBolf, viz , that it wua not 
a specially endorsed writ to satisfy the re- 
quireirienta of Order, XIV; that aa by the 
Dominion HiUiking aii.l liat.ka .'\ct, 
cap. 151, aection.s SO and HI, the " amount of 
interest recoverable by a b ink waa limited 
to 7 per cent.," and the writ of endorHduont 
in the cimrt claimed i) per cent., the excess 
over 7 ))er cent, became in elfoot damages 
and so invalidated 1 he writ as a specially 
indorsed writ, which could carry final judg- 
ment under Order XIV. 

Also, that it was not u contract, aa no 
parties were named in the iiidoreemeiit. 
The point, ihougb tbua d.^ually raised, baa 
its importance, for if true it would allect all 
banking business in the I'rovitieo ; as by the 
Terms of Union with tho Dominion the 
l'"i:deral Legislature has authority by section 
91, sub-sections 15 and IS), of the British 
North America Act, 18U7, as adopted by 
B. C.| over banking and banks and interest. 

Oo examination I find that tho endorse- 
ment on the writ sets forth a contract be- 
tween the bonk and the oroditor— tlic 
terms of which are clearly defined and par- 
tioularizsd in such endocsement— and not 
denied'— and has all the legal requisites of a 
contract. As to the other objection, 
i concur in the explanation given 
by Mr. Lindley Crease on behalf of the 
plaintiir, that seotions 80 and 81 either by 
express words, or by nooesaary implication. 



are confined entirely to negotiable securities 
—for they alonn can be "diioounted," and 
the same as regards the use of the word 
"interest." To' that so used, the maxim 
"noaoitur a sooiis" applies. It is found in 
the midst of and surrounded on all sides by 
clauses as to " promissory notes," "bills of 
exchange or other negotiable seourittes," so 
that all general words so found are construed 
by reference to the context, which ([ might 
ulmoat say throughout the Act) confines 
itself to the class of documents I have 
described. It doea not eaoape me that all 
tho objectiona taken are teclmical, for there 
is no affidavit of merita. 

For the above reaaona I am of opinion that 
tho endorsement on tho writ is a special en- 
dorsement, good and sufficient under Order 
XIV., and I therefore give judgmentfor the 
plaintiff for the full amount with coata.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

The Board of Directors Have a Short Heet- 
liig and Adjourn Early. 

A meeting of the Jubilee Hospital Board 
was held last evening in tho office of .Meaars. 
Yates, Jay & Ruasell, there being present 
Messrs. J. Daviea, G H. Brown, A. Wilaon, 
F. B. Gregory, J. S. Yates and H. M. Yates, 
with Mr. Charles Hayward, the president, 
in tho chair. 

When the minutea of the previous meet- 
ing bod been read and adopted, Mr. II. M. 
Ytttes, the secretary, road a letter signed by 
Aid. Munn on behalf of tho Old Man's 
Home committee, statini; that neither of the 
old men Fish and Wilson were eligible to 
enter the Home under the by-law, which re- 
stricted its use to aged men who bad resided 
fifteen years in tho city. Mr. Yates ex- 
plained that Aid. Munn had informed him 
verbally that arrangements might be made 
to receive the men in question, aa had 
already been done in some cases, by the 
Provincial Government undertaking to pay 
their maintenance. The letter was referred 
to the preaident, with a reciuest that he in- 
terview tho Government on the subj.'ot. 

Tho comtiuttee of tho month, iMessrs. 
Yatea, Cluidley and Gregory, reported that 
they l.ad in their visits to the hospital 
found everything in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, also that certain small details and 
repairs had been attended to, including tho 
completion of a house ambulance, which 
will be found of great asaiatance in moving 
patienta. The report also recommended 
that in future tho cnmmitloe of tho month 
should hand in a written re[)ort. The sug- 
gestion met with general approval by the 
Board, and tho report waa adopted. 

Mr. Davies remarked that he had spoken 
to tho Mayor about tho city putting up a 
steam diainfecting apparatua in connection 
with their part of the infectioua diseusea 
hospital 80 that^ the .^lubileo hnapital ™ul^fl 

was far the most naoful disinfecting appar- 
atus, and it would bo of great honelit if 
some arraogement of the kind could be come 
to. At tho Mayor's request he had promis- 
ed to send His Worship full particulars 
about the apparatus, so that he could look 
into the matter. 

After some other routine business and in- 
formal discussion, the Board adjourned 
at 8:30. 






EUROPEAN NOTES. 



The Kaiser's Splendid Reception of 
the Duke of Saxe-Cobonrsr- 
(iotlia. 



Germau-Aniericau Extradition — Ar- 
rested for Sendine an Infernal Ma- 
chine—Socialist Congress. 



Beri.i.v, Oat. 28. — The unusual splendor 
of Emperor William's reception to his uncle, 
the Duke of .Saxe-Cobourg-Gotha (Duke of 
Edinburgh) haa cauaed a great deal of com- 
ment in thia city. 'The reception took place 
at Potsdam, and upon the occasion of the 
first visit of the Duke of Saxe-Cobourg- 
Gotha to the Imperial court since his acces- 
sion to tho Dukedom of Cobourg. The scene 
at tho Wildpark railroad station was ono of 
tho moat brilliant it is poasililo to imagine. 
I'jmperor William waa dressed in Britiah 
naval uniform aa a compliment to his uncle, 
who ia an ailmiral in the British navy, and 
waa accompanied by ail the piinces at pres- 
ent serving with the regiments at Potsdam 
or at Berlin. Thia evening the Emperor 
and duke dined at tho mesa of the first regi- 
ment of Foot (iuards. 

'The oldest son of Prince Albrecht, of 
Prussia, is now 19 years of age, aud is 
spoken of aa the future husband of tho 
t,>iioen of Holland. 

Tho German press continues to regard 
the Franoo-Kussian fetes with indifference. 
As a matter of fact the feeling of Germany 
against Russia is far less strained than a 
few weeks ago. 

The question of a German-American ex- 
tradition treaty, which is still being negoti- 
ated, is not likely to come to a successful 
issue for some time. 

Tho Socialist congress at Cologne closed 
this afternoon. The session was marked by 
tumult and excitement, culminating in Herr 
Bebel making a furious attack upon Ucrr 
Miquel, finance minister. Herr Bebel read 
a letter written by Mitjuol to Carl Marx 
years ago, in which the former says that be 
is a eomnninist and atlieiat. 

'The arrest of tin: woikman named Pike/ki 
for sonding an infernal machine to a f jrmer 
employer, a lockaiiiith named .Sehwarck, 
which exiiloded while being exaniirjcd, hau 
developed an alb ged plot to kill Ivnperor 
William during his recent visit to Spaiidau. 
Pik( i-.ki declared that bo waa olVered .•)()() 
marks by tlio loclinmitb if he would throw an 
itifernal niachini^ iiild tho lOmpernr'a e.ir- 
riage. I'lkt zUi added that all the details of 
his eaci|ie were arranged by a large crowd 
of confederates and hia paaaage to America 
secured, hut Pdiizki aays ho dcclinc<l to 
throw the infernal machine. 'The police arc 
invcatigating the story, but do act ploce 
nuich creden':o in it. I'ikezki was sentenced 
to two years' mipriaonment.

A NECESSARY INQUIRY. 

The inquiry which the Government liave 
institnted with respeot to the working of 
the tariff in view of the revision which they 
propose to make, is absolutely necessary. It 
would be folly to attempt to improve tho 
tariff without knowing whore it neoda im 
provemont, and this can only bo found out 
by careful ayatomatiu inquiry in all parts of 
tho country. 

In order that the invoatigation should be 
thorough and effective, the hearty and the 
honest co-operation of men engaged in coni- 
meroial pnrauits and in the different in 
duatriea ia uoeded. When the Government 
are deairoua of receiving information, and 
when men engaged in the various purauita 
Bra willing to impart it, the best reBults may 
bo expected. 

Those who confer with the Ministers rela 
tive to the operation oi the tariff and the 
changes it would be advisable to make, 
should try to clear their minda of all poli- 
tical prejuiiicta. The in(iuiry is strictly a 
busincBB one, and thoau who take part in it 
should have none but business objects in 
view. Those who attend the conference to 
prove that the trode theories of one party 
are all right and that those of tho other 
party are all wrong can do very little indeed 
towarda helping the M iuiaters to arrive at 
sound coiicluaions. Both doctrinaires in 
«oonomics and extreme partisans in politics 
are ont of place in a conference of this kind. 
Praotioal men possessing plain common 
sense who have the welfare of the country, 
and that alone, at heart, can talk more aeneo 
on trade niiitlors and give more information 
reapeoliog the way in which tho tariff works 
in an hour than faddists and partisans can 
in a week. 

It roust not be forgotten that the Govern- 
ment has to do with the whole Dominion. 

To draw up a tariff so as to auit one pro- 
vince or two would be a comparatively 
simple matter, but to frame one for pro- 
vinces differently situated and existing, 
under, in many respects, different condi- 
tions, is not by any m^ans easy. This, 
many persons forget. They know, or think 
they know, what their own province needa, 
bub thoy appear to forgot that the recjuiie- 
nients of other provinoos may be very dif 
ferent. And so of the operation of the 
tariff. What appears to some to be its 
good features, others may regard lo be those 
parts of it which are oppreeaivo and un 
fair. When it is conaidored that the Gov 
ernmeut muat, in framing the taiill, do ita 
best to reoouoile couliictiug iutoreata 
and to adjiut the burden of tax 
tttion 80 that no section of the country 
or no class of its population will have 
to bear more thon its fair share of that bur- 
den, it will be seen that its task ia ono of 
much difficulty, re(|uiring for its proper per- 
formance great knowledge and skill of no 
ordinary kind. 

These and many other matters should 
be considered by those who confer 
with the Ministers on tariff changes. It 
would bo well for those who criliciae them 
ond find fault with tho way in wliich they 
do their work, to try and put themselves in 
their place. If they realized the dillicultiea 
which the Government must overcomo, and 
the complications which they ore required to 
unravel before tlioy can devise q trade polioy 
for the Dominion which will not impede ita 
progrcsa, and which, while it encourages 
some industries is unjust to nono, many of 
them would be mno{i more reasonable than 
they are, 

lb mnstbe borne in mind that tho country 
is in inch a position that in the opinion uf 
both parties it miiat have a tariff. It is ' 



maintained by ConHorvutivo and Liberal 
alike that the greater part of tho revenue 
must be derived from duties on the goads we 
import. Neither ia there any diversity of 
opinion worth mentioning with respeot to 
the sum that muat every year bo raised by 
moans of tho tariff. The only difference be- 
tween parties is as to the oonimoditiea on 
which tho duties are to bo imposed. We 
mention this chieUy booauso tho opponents 
ot the Government often talk as if their 
polioy — whatever it may be — means a lighter 
burden of taxation. Thoae who endeavor to 
convey this impreaaiou aro eitlicr trying to 
deceive or aro thomsolves deceived. 



NOT A WORD OF PROOF YET. 

Tho Nowa-Advertiaor bus not yet at- 
tempted to prove ita charge that tho 
Premier, in his late tour on the Mainland, 
tried to arouse the spirit of sectionaliam, 
Thero is in its issue of Saturday another 
column of words professedly on that sub- 
ject, but not ono sentence of proof. It 
has not yet been able to find a single sin- 
tonco in one of Mr. Davie'a speechea which 
can by the most malevolent ingenuity bo 
coDstrned into an incitement to seotional- 
isni. It has tho impudence to state that wo 
have withdrawn our denial that ^Ir. 
Davie tried, while on the Mainland, 
to urouso tliu npiiit of sectionaliam. 
Wo have, as our readers keow, done 
nothing of the kind. We have all along 
denied that there was any truth In the accu- 
sation, and we defied tho News Advertiser 
to prove it in tho only way in which it can 
be proved. So far our contemporary hue 
not produced a partiicle of proof. Its failure 
to do so amounts to an admission that its 
accusations and its insinuations are utterly 
false. It virtually condemns itself as a falie 
witness and a false accuser. 

STILL SOLVLNT. 

Those who were disturbed by tho senaa- 
tional anti-English telegram that appeared 
in the papcra a few days ago, informing tho 
world that England was on the verge of 
bankruptcy, will perhaps feel reassured 
when they learn that even in these days of 
atringency and deprcaaion the Canadian 
Pacific HAihvay Company will bo ublo to 
float a loan in tho English market of about 
six millions of dollars — half the amount of 
the dreadful deficit which, according to the 
telegram, is to sink Great Britain into tho 
abyss of bankruptcy. The special telegram 
to the Montreal Star, of tho li.'ird, ult. , says : 

Tho issue will amount to jCl,,'!l!0,030 of 
four per cent, preference stock at 90. The 
whole issue of this stock has already been 
underwritten, and to day it ia quoted at a 
premium though the ordinary stock is down. 

Sensible people do not go to an institu- 
tion or a nation which is " on the verge of 
bankruptcy" to borrow money, or if they do, 
they are certain to come away empty- 
handed. Great Britain is now what she has 
long been and what she will, no doubt, con- 
tinue to be for many a long day to come — 
the great money lending nation of the world. 
She has furnished capital for a very large 
proportion of tho great works that huvo 
been carried on on this continent during tho 
last fifty years. The Soutli American iitateB 
aro very deeply in her debt. Her money is 
invested in South Africa, and, in fact, 
wherever there are resources to be devel- 
oped and money to be made. She has gone 
through many more alarming crises than 
the present, and, notwithstanding, her store 
of capital has kept on steadily increasing. 

BROUOBT TO BOOK. 

Tho fate of Commodore Stanton, of tlie 
United States Navy, should be a warning lo 
all United States officials not to meddle in 
tho domestic quarrels of nations with 
which tho Republic is at peace. All that 
Commodore Stanton did waa to salute the 
flig of Brazil flying at tho miiathead of a 
ship in open rebellion agiiinat the Govern- 
ment of Brazil. As Boon as tho Government 
of the United States heard of what Commo- 
dore Stanton had done, the Secretory of the 
Navy demanded of him an explanation 
Finding that tho report waa true, tho Com 
modoro was instantly recalled. lie has 
been Euapendcd in the command of tho 
aijuadi'on in South American waters, and 
when he arrives home he will be court- 
martialled. 

This ia tho proper way to treat meddle- 
some officials. If the Conaul-General at 
Honolulu and the Cummandor of the Boston 
had been treated in the samo Wiiy, 
they would only have received their deaerte. 
If Mr. Cleveland had occupied the Presi- 
dont's chair while Mr. Egan made himself 
so buay in Chili and ao obnoxious to all who 
were loyal to tho Government, it is moro 
than likely liia wings would have been 
clipped and ho would huvo h^MXi taught the 
danger of meddliuK in other people's (|uar- 
rols. It is evidently the opinion of the 
Cleveland administration that the servants 
of tho United States Government should, in 
all tho domestio diaturbancos of nations witl: 
which it is at peace, bo strictly and genuine 
ly neutral. 



MISPLAGICD SYMPATHY. 

Homo sentimentalists in England have 
sympathy to throw away upon tlio aavage 
Lobengula and his merciless soldier sub- 
jects. Never waa sympathy more mis- 
placed. The Metabela— sovereign and sub- 
jects — are a set of ruthless savages. Thoy 
have been the ourae of the countries which 
thoy overran and have occupied. Thoy 
cruelly oppressed those they found in thorn, 
and they aro now the moat brutal of alt 
tyrants. This ia what a correspondent of 
tho Times says of tho invasion of what is 
now the Tranavaal by Umziliga/.i, father of 
Lobengula : 

His passage across tho Tranavaal- -then 
an unknown land— was marked by the 
most terrible atrocities. Tho country 
was at that time thinly populated by 
lieohuonaa or kindred races. These the 
uonqueror drove before him, plundering, 
slaying and destroying aa he advanced. 



The stronger and braver of tho conquered 
race were incorporated in hia armies. Tho 
pick of the women bocamo tho wives of hia 
Zulus; thereat, men, women and children, 
were destroyed with most ruthless ferocity. 
The land quickly became an unpeopled wil- 
derness ; and to this day ruined and desert- 
ed kraals in many parts of the Transvaal 
testify to the thoroughness of the methods 
of tho Umziligazi, "tho scourge of tho 
Beehuanas." Many tribesmen lied away to 
the Kulahari desert, whore their deseoudants 
yet linger at the scant waterpits ecattered 
hero and there throughout that vast water- 
less expanse. 

This African Attila is Siiid to have caused 
by battle, murder, famine and burning, the 
death of l.^O.OOO peaceful inhabitants. 
Tho Motabolo may have lost Bonio of 
tho courage of their uncostora, but thoy 
havo retained all their cruelty and 
all their treachery. The white men who 
havo settled in the land over which these 
aavages rule with something worse than a 
rod of iron, should not bo restrained by ailly 
tenlimentaliats at home from doing what ia 
ncceasary for tho preservation of their own 
lives and those of their wives and children. 
Tho Bishop of Dcrry waa of this opinion, 
and he cannot bo said to bo a cruol avaricious 
gold-hunter who does not acruplo to use uny 
means that aro likely to helphim toattain hia 
nda. He is a gooil man, whoso heart bled 
for tho poor people whom the Motabolo 
treated with such heartless cruelty. 

It appears that Lobengula is his father'a 
son, made a little more crafty by the 
necessities of his aituation. Mr. II. Rider 
Haggard, in a letter to the Times, tells of 
tho ireacheroua murder by his order of 
Coptuiu I'attorson and Mr. Sorgeaunt, who 
were sent to him on a mission of peace. Mr. 
Haggard goes on to say : 

Some stories I have heard of him (Loben- 
gula) too develish to set down in print, and 
they are true. The record of the Metabele 
ia one of the untiring massacre of inoffensive 
human bsinsia. I have seen districts in tho 
Transvaal covered with tho remains of Ba- 
auto kraals. The inhabitants of those kraals 
were butchered by the Metabele when they 
Ihul northward under the leadership of 
Ma.iiliU.it/e from tho wrath of Cliaka, and 
ad thuy began ao they go on. It ia not too 
innoh to Bay that if ever innocent blood 
cried to lfea\'en for vengeunco it cries 
against Lobengula, who, without a 8p;irk of 
hia guuiua and redeeming groatneaa haa, for 
years, as far as his opportunities would al- 
low, played the part of Chaka, the first Zulu 
king. 

Is it to screen a miscreant like this from 

the fate he so richly deserved that civilized 
men, in tho name of humanity, pray the 
Government to stay the hands of tho set- 
tlers who are in hourly danger of being mas- 
sacred by him and his ferocious soldiera.

NAVAiMfi, Oct. .so. —Hon. Messrs. Foster 
and Angora arrived here 6t noon on the 
steamer Quadra. Soon after their arrival a 
deputation of citizens waited upon tliem on 
hoard tho steamer, when George Williams, 
vice-President of tho Board of Trade, read 
an addresa, iu which particular stress was 
laid upon tho necessity for reciprocal rela- 
tions in rogard to coal between the United 
States and tho Dominion. Reference was 
also made to the duty on llritiuh Columbia 
pino, tho urgency for a modilication of the 
tariir in respect to mining machinery aud 
supplici, ugricultural implements, etc., not 
obtainable in Canada, and a reduction in the 
excise duty ou malt. Attention was alao 
drawn to the uncertainty which exists in re- 
gard to tho ownership of precious and valu- 
ablo minerals in tho land known as the Is- 
land Railway belt.

Hon. Mr. Foster, in replying to the ad- 
irets, Baid tho Dominion Government had 
expressed its willingnosa to meet the Amer- 
icans in a revision of the tarill' that would 
prove of mutual benefit, in which negotia- 
tions it might be practicable to bring about 
modifications in respect to the coal 
duties. The matter would ho duly 
considered, and every legitimate effort 
made to develop the coal industry of 
Nanaimo and the vicinity. Mr. Foster said 
the clause drawing attention to the uncer- 
tainty that existed in regard to the rights of 
freo minors to the precious and valuable 
minerals in tho railway belt was moat im- 
portant, and one that waa entitled to tho 
earnest consideration of tho Dominion 
Government. On their return to Ottawa 
they would preaa tho matter forcibly on Sir 
John Thompson. He also r( quested Mayor 
Haslam to communicate with the Premier, 
uiviug him the full p irticulara of the (jues- 
tion.

Narrow E8eai)e of the " San Mateo," 
Now Lyiuir Shattered at 
EHquiuialt. 



Thrilline: Exi)erieuce of the Crew— One 
Sailor TLrown Overboard, 
But Rescued. 

The big collier Sun Mateo, now lying in 
Esquimalli harbor, presents us strange a 
sight as has ever been aeon there. Her for- 
ward deck is forced up so that the centre ia 
about four feet above the level, and the 
heavy iron plates are twisted and shattered 
M if they hud had ao greater power of re- 
siBt&Qce than cardboard would poaaeaa. 
She arrived in about o'clock yesterday 
tnorning, and reported a remarkable escape 
from destruction which had occurred the 
previous evening. The San Mateo, which 
is registered at Honolulu, ia the property of 
the Puolfio Improvernont Company, and is 
engaged in the coal carrying trade. She 
was on this occasion bound from Coniox 
with 4,200 tons of coal from the Union 
niinea conaigued to the Southern raoilic 
Railway Company at San Francisco. 

Capt. L. D. Fletcher told the atory of 
what had occurred to a Colonist reporter 
who went on board the vessel in the harbor 
yesterday. 

" We tiad been at anchor, ho aiiid, "about 
ninB miles oil' Kist point, the fog being so 
thick that wo could not make out our 
coursj. About 10 o'clock Sunday evening, 
as the pilot and I were siltint! chatting in 
the chart room, the second ollicer, who was 
on watch on deck, came to report that the 
foe had lifted a little, and I then 
gave inatruotions to get under way. 
It was only a short time after- 
wards tliat 1 beard the sound of an ex- 
plosion and felt a itrriblo concussion. I 
ran out and forward. The coal falling in a 
shower upon the deck and the dust with 
which the air was thick indicated what had 
occurred, and I found the forward deck, 
from the forecastle hatohes aft half-way to 
the bridge, aliattered and forced up by the 
explosion. One man had been thrown over 
bo.'ird, we know, and while steps were 
being taken to rescue him 1 got tho ship's 
articles and called the roll, to ascertain 
whether any more were missing. I found 
that all the rest were safe. 

" There was a great deal of excitement at 
first, as it was feared that the ship would 
sink, and proparalicns were mode to lower 
the boats, but wo discovered that she was 
not iraking any water, and was apparently 
not outwardly injured. Tho force of the 
explosion did not extend back to the ma 
chinery, which was not injured in any way, 
and we continued on our journey, 1 having 
determined to put into Etqaimalt for 
safety. We reached here about six o'clock 
this morning. 

" Besides tho damage to the deck, the 
sides of the veaael have .suffered, the sheer 
plates being contracted snd forced in by 
the driving up of tho crossbeams. We con- 
sider we had a wonderful escape. There 
were 32 men on board, and it is remarkable 
that none of them wore killed. We 
cannot tell how the explosion occurred 
The hold had ventilating shafts through 
which any gas generated in the coal should 
have escaped. It Is the only oooarrenco of 
the kind which has come to my attention on 
this coast except the Barraoouta explosion a 
couple of months ago. There will bo a sur- 
vey held by Lloyd's agents at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow to ascertain the extent of the 
damage. We can repair without docking 
though wo shall probably have to discharge 
some of the cargo 

First Ollicer (Icorge W. Whitney had 
turned in before the explosion occurred. Ho 
was in his berth, and feeling the concussion 
thought the ship had collided with anoth.-r 
The port hole of his cabin being open, he 
heard some one cry, " Save me ! Save me 1" 
and rushing out on' deck he threw over- 
board a rope which was caught by Oacar 
Andersen, a sailor who had been thrown 
overboard. Anderson had a thrilling and 
painful experience. Ho was standing be- 
tween the forecastle hatch and the mast, 
over the spot where tho force of tho ex- 
plosion was greatest, and was thrown 
straight up into tho air. He is not auro 
what happened next, but thinks he fell upon 
the deck and was again thrown up, this 
time falling into the sea. The shock of 
the cold water restored his senses, 
and tt» he could not swim he 
cried lustily for held, being fortunately 
heard by the first officer, whoso prompt 
action saved his life. Ho was found to be 
terribly injured, tho hair being nearly all 
burned off his head, and hia face badly 
scorched. The swelling has closed his eyes, 
but it ia thought that hia sight ia not per- 
manently affected. He is now in tho Jubilee 
hospital. Another sailor, named .James 
Anderson, had hia hand badly cut, butthcae 
were tho only two injured. It ia aaid that 
.James Anderson was about to dcacond into 
tho hold, from a hatch a considerable dia- 
t ince away, with a lighted lantern, and 
that it was his lantern that caused the t x- 
plosion. 

Second Oifioer Geo, E. Bridgett ha 
very narrow escape. He had just paaaed 
forward, over tho portion of deck now in 
f ragmen ta, and was olimbing the ladder 
leading to the forecastle deck when he heard 
the terrible nniso of tho explosion, the crash- 
ing of the deck plates, and the sound of tho 
coal falling all about him. Ho covered his 
face with hia anna for protection, and was 
not hurt. He s'iw a great Hush of (ire, thatin 
which poor Audcrsfn was acnrched, bub it 
lasted only for a moment, and no Humes re 
inaincd to be put out. Ureat blocks of coal 
were driven high into the air, and tho decks 
forward wero literally covered with the 
fragments, while many piecca fell a good 
deal farther back than the bridge. 

Tho third ollicer, Geo. Kkruni, was in the 
forecaatlo with a number of the men, and 
though they severely felt the shock all es- 
caped injury. The damage to tho pliitea did 
not extend into the forecastle. 

B. Peverley is thoohiofenginoerand H. W. 
Dixon is his assistant. Fortunately the 
machinery was well out of harm's way, and 
those in the ongiue room had no experience 
save that of the shook, which seemed to lift 
tho whole vessel and drop her into the water 
'80 that for several seconds she bounded up 
and down like a oork.

SiARINE MOVEMENTS. 

News From the North I!y Two Steamers- 
Drowning of a Well-known 

There was not half-an-hour'a difTerenoe in 
tho time of arrival of the steamers Barbara 
BoBCOwitz and Danube from Northern 
British Columbian ports yesterday after- 
noon, both having completed fast trips. The 
Danube was heavily loaded, her cargo being 
as follows : 3,000 oases of salmon from the 
Inverness cannery; 6,430 oases from the 
Balmoral cannery; 3,1SS cases from tho 
Windsor oannory; 24 cases from the North 
Pacific Packing Co.; 41 cases from the 
British American Canning Co. ; 3,000 cases 
from the Rivers Inlet Canning Co.; 2,000 
cases from tho Victoria Packing Co., and 
l.SuO cases from tho Alert Bay Canning Co. ; 
17 barrels of oil from tho Skidegttlo Oil 
Works; 100 cases and 10 drums of oil froiii 
the Refuge Bay Oil Works, and 43 caaka of 
fiah from Gardner's Inlet. She also brought 
a large number of passengers, including 
several Northern storekeepers, surveyors, 
and laborors. Tho Baibira Boscowitz 
carried about tho same number of passengers 
as the Danube, but her cargo only consisted 
of a gmiill quantity of box lumber from 
Alert Bay and some furs. On her way 
North the Bosoowitz lost one of her deck 
hands. In weighing anchor at Alerc Bay 
Stcvea Macauley had stepped over the 
railing on to the anchor to make it fast. In 
the act the chain slipped and the unfortun 
ate man was borne with the anchor into tho 
water. Not soeicg tho man rise to tho snr 
face, a number of the steamer's crow im 
mediately began manouvering around the 
vessel in hopes of finding him swinuning, 
but they were diaappointed. The citizens 
ashore were notified soon after the accident, 
and they draggtd for tho next two diiyp, but 
without Bucceaa. Macauley camo t) V'i 
toria from San Francisco, where it ia b 
lieved be leaves some relatives. Ho was a 
young man iitul unmarried. After hia death 
all Ilia cll.;ci3 on board tho Boscowitz were 
gathered together, and among them waa 
found a bank hook showing that ho had a 
deposit of S.'iOO in the Bank of British Co' 
umbia. The weather in the North has of 
late been very disagreeable, considerable 
rain having fallen within the past few days.

Genial Climate of the Golden State- 
Transportation Facilities Speci- 
ally Convenient. 



Tho plans of the California Midwinter 
International Exposition have already pro- 
gressed to a point from which tho complete 
success of tho undertaking ia unmistakably 
evident. Tho dve main buildings have been 
planned, accepted and contracted for, and 
building operations are now under way. 

The central feature of the exposition 
grounds, geographically, if not otherwise, 
will be the electric light tower, 270 feet 
high, with an elevator running to the 
height of 2'20 feet. Tho base of the tower 
will occupy tt space of 50 feet scjuare, while 
the first gallery, 80 feet from tho ground, 
will have a seating capacity of 200. There 
will bo three other galleries extended 
beyond this, where several hundred more 
can find acconnnodatiou. Tho topmost 
gallery will ho within six feet of the pin 
nacle. In it will be u great search-light, 
which will penetrate every corner of the 
exposition grounds and sweep over the en 
tire surface of Golden Gate Park. 

San Franoiaoo's first great claim for recog 
nition, aa the place par ixixlkncc, for such 
an exposition as that which ia to be held 
here, is tho fact that she iu the metropolis 
of the State whose soil is blest with the 
finest climate of the " three Americas." It 
is to that fact, of course, that the selection 
of tho midwinter season for her fair is 
attributable. From January to June is tho 
moat beautiful part of tho year in Caiiforuia. 
The temperature in thcae early months is 
very iijuable. From thu New Vear on, 
there ia an average of at least twenty-two to 
twenty-six clear days in every thirty, and 
the cloudy days very seldom bring a down- 
pour. 

With January cnmmencea a spring time, 
more like an Italian spring time than any 
other, and accompanied by a vegetation of 
abnost tropical wealth. Tho temperature 
rises slowly. The average for March, April 
and May is scarcely GO degrees Fahrenheit, 
and oven in June it never exceeds 70 de- 
grees. Tho penetrating cold of Atlantic 
seaboard cities and tho heated terms of the 
eastern interior need not be feared. They 
are unknown in San Franciaco. The even 
temperature thus protects foreigners against 
tho dangers of a climate now to them, while 
the beauty of tho season, and tho rarity of 
rain -ifter January, affords abundant ammr- 
ance of week after week of good weather for 
the exposition and untold advantages to 
the exhibitors. 

The Trauacootinental railways hsTeagreed 
to return free all exhibits that shall have 
been paid for at full rates over the game 
linos coming into San Francisco, provided 
these exhibits have not changed bands, and 
goods not likely to be returned after the 
Exposition will be brought here at greatly 
reduced rates. The tracks of the Southern 
Pacific company have been laid directly into 
the Exposition buildings, and exhibits can 
be unloaded at the very spot where they are 
to be installed. 

At a niaas meeting of former reaidents of 
Canada, now citizens of California, held in 
San Francisco on October l.'i, U. A. Mao- 
donald in tho chair, it v/aa resolved that 
those present strongly urge the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments and various 
public bodies to take prompt measures to be 
represented at the exposition, so aa to have 
their exhibits, and as far us possible those 
of individual exhibitors, transported to tho 
Fair, and to supplement them with what- 
ever may bo necessary to make a complete 
exhibit of the resources of tho Dominion of 
Canada. Such an exhibition it was be- 
lieved would foster and encourage trade, 
and further develop the pleusunt relations 
now existing. In the letter which accom- 
p:iniea the resolutions the executive com- 
mittee express their convlotion that the 
Qxposition will be an unfonnded success and 
of great benefit to the people of both Can- 
ada and the United States, and tend to ex- 
pand commercial relations between the two 
countries. They add : 

" We deem it expedient to mention for 
your information, that nntwithalanding the 
short time that has elapsed lo unable the 
executive committco of tho c;:po3ilion to 
correspond with the various foreign Govern- 
ments, already nearly all of tho foreign 
nations represented at the World's Fair, 
Chicago, have signified their intention of 
being officially represented, and of trans- 
ferring part of their exhibits from Chicago 
here. Several of the said countries have 
alao arranged to erect independent buildings 
on the grounds."

Pursuant to Section 7 of the " Horticultural 
Boa'd Act 1892," as Amended by the 
" Horticultural Board Ad (1892) Amend- 
ment Act, 1893," the Following Rules 
and Regulations are Published.- 



RuLK 1. All aKcnts, dealers, nurserymen, or 
poraons Importing, HoUinK or dlulributinR nur- 
sery stock, as well aa all tree?, plants and fruit 
(unless they have in their poasession a cortlfl 
cato from tho Horticultural Board that their 
property Is free of posts) boforo distributing, 
ollerlng for sale or dlspDsiai; of any article as 
abavo mentioned. » hall notify tho member of 
the Board, his agent or representative in whose 
dial riot any such article Is found or the Secre- 
tary or Inspector of this Board, who shall in- 
spuut or cauao to bo inspected said nursery 
Block, trees, plants or fruit, and It thoy aro 
found lo bo free from poata, ahall issue a certi- 
ficate to tho owner or person in charKO. slating 
said articles appear froo from injurious insect 
pests. 

RuLK 2. All persons possesslDg. forwardini;, 
or dlslrUiuting trees, plants, nursery stock, or 
fruit infcsled with any Insect such as: Woolly 
aphis, apiilo-trco aphla, aurfy bark-louso, oysler- 
shell hark-louso, Han Joau scale, red scale, bor- 
er.s, currant worms or other known Iniurioua 
inecctB shall have tho aame disinfected and 
cleansed of ouch Insects before forwarding, dis- 
Iribuilng, belling or disposing of said trees 
plants or fruit. 

llui.ic 3. Tho Board demand that all boxes 
or crates which have been used in the importa- 
tion of fruit or nursery stock into this Pro- 
vince ahall bo Immcdiiely broken up and de- 
stioyed by fire, whereby growers will avoid 
tho expense of diainfecling, which il is incum- 
bent on tho membcra of tho Horticultural 
Board or their agents lo enforce. Tho follow- 
ing method will bo considered aullloiont for d!a- 
infeoting boxes, etc.; By dipping ihum In 
boiling water containii g not loss than one 
pound concentrated lye or potash to every ten 
gallons of water and submerging said material 
not lets than live minutes. 

Iti;i.i-: 1. Nursery stock or any troea or 
plants inteated by any inaccta, aa included in 
Rule 2 shall bo disinfected by dipping in a 
solulion prepared aa fol.ows: Tako three 
pounds soap (whnlo oil or good homemade 
aoap), three pounds sulphur and one pound 
Glllct's concentrated lye, ur lye of equal 
atrength and purity, boU onebOUr IH four gal- 
lons of water, add ono gaUon coal oil, then boil 
slowly twenty minutes and odd twenty-flvo 
gulluua of water. 

Rule 5. Whcro insect posts such as aro men- 
tioned in the British Columbia Fruit Orowera 
Supplement for 1H03. or other known injurious 
insects, are found to exist, spraying must bo 
done and other romodios applied during the 
growing season, while the trees are in leaf, as 
shall bo recommended by tho Board from time 
to time, so that the Insects can at least bo held 
in chock until the stronger washes of the dor- 
mant season can bo safely applied. 

Rtn.B fi. Where hop fields are inleated with 
tho hop louse, spraying must be done as shall 
bo recommended by tho Board. 

Rule 7. Horticultural and fruit growers' 
societies are reqacstod to work In harmony 
with this Board, and may without expense to 
the Board elect from their number ono or more 
persons to act as looal inspectors or advisers, 
who ahall report to the members of tho Horti- 
cultural Board of the district In which such 
society is located, or to the Secretary or In- 
spector of the Provincial Board, cases where 
trees or plants are infested, and tho owner or 
person in charge refuses to obey the directions 
of the society In carrying out the rules of tho 
Board ; also any other matters of importance lo 
the Interests of the society. 

ROLK 8. All members of the Board are horO' 
by authorized to inspect any garden, orchard, 
trees or nursery of trees, fruit, packing house, 
warehouse, storeroom, salesroom, or any other 
place in tho Province liable to be infested with 
any noxious insects or eggs or larvte of any 
such Insects in order lo satisfy thomsolvea thai 
tho rules and regulations of tho I3oardare duly 
obaerved. 

Uur.i; B. Any peraon having infoated mater- 
ial, trees, plants, fruit or packnges and refuses 
or neglects to tako action to have the aame din' 
infected, or ucuts exlorniinalcd. after due 
notice has been given, shall ho deemed guilty 
of nn oHenee agiiinat tho act and nhull bo dealt 
with according lo tho law.

Conception of Xovo and XJfo as Gleaned 
From the Drama— Apt Scholars In the 
Imitative Art— A Cose In Point— Ad- 
vantages at Homo Tratnlngr.

Many parents, while declining to jior- 
Jnit tbo visits of young men to their 
younger daughters, seo no harm in their 
regular atteiulanco at matinees. Thus 
many i;irls gain their first conception of 
love not from real life, but from the 
mimio stage, They are thereby kd to 
form exnggeratedideas of the holy hoiul 
•which Bhonld unite man and woman. 
Tlio mother leanis naught of this, and 
it is only perhaps after a loveless match 
on her daughtor's part and subsequent 
divorce that she gleans the actual truth. 

Sentiment plays a largo part in a 
young girFs life, and if rightly direclfd 
can bo made to play a very important 
part. On the other hand, exaggerated 
sentiment has caused the wreck of many 
an otherv.-iso bright career. Parents pay 
too littli? attention to this side of tlieir 
daughters' nature. In most cases the 
practical .'=ide of their own lives has dis- 
placed thu sentimental. This they are 
apt to forget in dealing with their 
daughters. It would be well if m()th( rs 
would occasionally take a retrospect of 
their own youthful days, for it would 
enable th. iu to deal more conscientiously 
with their children. 

A young girl brought up within the 
precincts of a refined homo is like marhh; 
in the hands of a sculptor. Slie can be 
molded at will if only the right methods 
are adopted. Unfortunately, as in all 
the other walks of life, the sculptor often 
proves to be an unskilled artisan. Of 
course there are exceptions to every rule. 
In many instances iudividnal pt-enliiiri- 
ties so predonunale — as in the case of an 
imperfect piece of marble — that the most 
thorough skill fails to produce a result 
worthy of the pains taken. Sor.io na- 
tures, like weeds, run riot, and time ;md 
Ciire only can eradicate the ohno.xious 
growths. 

American girls, through their inherent 
independence, become very apt scholars 
in the imitative art. Their peculiar 
brightness fits them for an early en- 
trance into society. It is therefore all 
the more ueccssiu-y in their case that 
their instructor bo ii ludy iu priiidiile as 
well as in manner. Let the seed be 
planted in time, and the harvest will well 
repay the tender caro which its growth 
requires. 

Two pretty residents of the fashiona- 
tle Murray Hill (quarter of New York re- 
cently afforded an illustration of paren- 
tal neglect in this direction. Mildred 
and Clarissa, fast friends, had just 
reach the jwrtals of a largo up town 
theater. The chief actor in the play 
about to be produced was a young man 
of surpassing beauty — a veritable Adoais. 
At least BO thought the.^illy girls who 
flocked to see him. The two friends, 
having already secured seats in advance, 
were not obliged to loiter at the entrance 
for other than their own amusement. 

From the apparent outlook of things 
they considered it very necessary to ex- 
amine each other's entourage, ^lildred 
critically scanned Clarissa's face and 
dress — tlie former to see that powder 
had not been used too lavishly, and the 
latter to make sure that every article 
was in place. Clarissa performed a like 
office for Jilildred. They next peered 
into tho bag which they carried to .see 
that tho powder rag was all right and 
tlie bonbiin box in place. Having satis- 
fied themselves and each other that ev- 
erything was as it shonld bo and giving 
their hats a last twitch, the)- passed 
into the great beyond and ^vero met by 
the ushers. Their seats were of course 
in a conspicuous place, where they 
could see and be seen by the object of 
their visit. 

They believed thempolves deeply in 
love, as do most girls of ;i tender ago, 
and that they were beloved in return. 
Ii did not for a moment dawn on their 
innocent young minds that the objcci of 
their adoration might bo a marrie<l man, 
with a brood of little ones to caro for. 
So when tho curtain was raised and 
their inamorata appeared on the stage 
the glasses of both were instantly leveled 
at him. 

The man of Thespis, noting the silent 
admiration of tho g^rls, as was natural, 
frequently turned his eyes in their direc- 
tion. This caused their sillj' hearts to 
flutter, and the telltale bln.sbes quickly 
chast.'d each otlier over both their faces. 
The dear creatures did not .seem to real- 
ize tlio i-.ifl th.'it neither one was singled 
out, but that the glances wore directed 
to both. This fact alone should have 
calh.d ;i halt in their peculiar form of 
flirtation, l)ut such is the sweet inno- 
cence of youth that the girls formed a 
particularly good butt for the insincere 
glances of tho actor. 

The play over, they stationed them- 
selves on tho sidewalk, awaiting their 
idol's appe-arance. Ho recognized them 
with simply a slight smile and passed on. 
This action on his jsart but added fuel to 
the flame, for women by nature love to 
conquer the opposite sex.

Tho acquiiintanco among 
tho three made very little progress for 
some weeks, when it suddenly occurred 
to one of tho blushing damsels that it 
would bo great fun to send the jictor 
some flow(;rs, accompanied by a little 
note. In deference to their youth tho 
modest spring violet was the flower 
chosen, and tho note accompanying the 
bouquet was very carefully worded. 

This took ])laco on tho morning of 
matinee day, and groat indeed was their, 
delight when their quondam friend ap- 
Deared with a tiny bouttonniere of the 



little flower. Glances of acknowledg- 
ment piis.sed among tho three, and thus 
the maiden's vanity was flattered. It 
was a case of two delicate rosebuds 
opening up to tho tender influence of 
love's battery. But tho following week 
tho announcement of tho actor's mar- 
riage to the leading lady of the company, 
to whom he had been engaged for several 
mouths, caused a ray of light to shine on 
tho minds of Iilildred and Clarissa, and 
thoy attended no more matinees at that 
theater. 

This sort of thing may go on for an 
entire season and no barm result from 
tho thoughtless flirtation. In some in- 
Btance.s, however, it becomes a serious 
matter, and the susceptible heart of the 
girl gets quite beyond her control, and 
sho is ready to flee with her actor lovor 
regardless of home and friends. For- 
tunately tho histrionic artist, whose pro- 
fession makes him a man of tho world, 
seldom carer; to shackle himself with tho 
responsibilities which tho caro of tho 
ignorant young life would entail. 

Homo training can and should do 
nmch to direct tho trend of tho girl's 
mind in the proper channel, for in most 
cases tho lovo o£ tho matinee girl is but 
a fleeting passion, which time vnth its 
more sober thought quickly dispels.

Big piles of old issues are staokod 
hero and there, and the editorial rooms 
have lamps, shears, ink, pens, paper, 
etc., upon tho desks justj us its former 
occupants left thorn. Some of the 
rooms had been used as real estate 
olhces, hut the tenants took thoir otiico 
furniture with them at the time of tho col- 
lapso, and dumped the oontents of their 
desks ou the floor. The Gray's Harbor City 
TowDsite company was oompoaed of St. 
Paul oapttalistB, who acquired 2,100 acres of 
land and laid off their '* dty." There was 
nothing small about their operations, for 
they cleared the townaite of heavy timber 
uud laid off broad streota and nvoouea and 
graded them, too. They did not even stop 
at the grade, for they built good sidewalks

The wee Uly regular moeiing of tho Board 
of Aldermen was held last evening, Mayor 
Benveu presiding und all the members 
present. 

The Mayor announced that since the last 
meeting he hud appointed Alderman Bragg 
a member of tho atandinR committees on 
Streets and Bridges and on the Pound, 
(Applause.) 

A report from the Sewerage committee 
recommended tbat open drains be dug alon;; 
the sides of Biohmond avenue to carry off 
tho surftice water. With respect to the 
petition of M. Tyrwhitt, Drake and others 
for drainage to curry off the water on the 
low-lying lands between Moss and Cliurlcs 
streets, the committee reported that the 
natural outlet for this water was over private 
land to the sea, and that the oity had no 
roapouaibility in connection with tho matter. 
Tho complaint cf C. Bosai that ho could not 
nni'ct his Cornu)runt atreet property with 
tho corporation drain, which was •2\ feet 
above the level of tho property, hud been 
referred to the City Kngineer. 
The report was adopted. 
The speciul committee appointed to cou- 
ider the matter of ullowing house connec- 
tions witli tho deep drains known aa aur- 
face druina, presented u rep(jrt, in which 
tliey stiUed that they hud had u conference 
with U. \V. I'eurso, C. K., und ,J. 1).

" 1. The arcua of the ayatoma of surface 
drains under contract or intended are four 
in number, euch as regards levela inde- 
pendent of tho othera, und of tho under- 
ground eepuruto system, which coat some 
fliS.'i.U 0, and us yet, with the exception of 
a coinpuratively few cuiinectioua, hua not 
been ol much use. 

" 'J. E.xcept the Cook atreet ayatein all 
are intended to discharge into thu harbor or 
its vicinity. 

" .'i Deep drains aide by aide in Cook 
atreet uad tho SItO.UUO in condemned work 
in Johnson, looks aa if aomeihing ia wrong 

" 4. That (juestions of water supply and 
drainage ought to be conaidered together. 

" 5. That tho tendency of Victoria har- 
bor is to silt up ; in other words, sewage 
that finds its way into it is more likely to 
remain there or be floated up the inlet than 
be carried out to sea. 

" 6. That the total area of Tiotoria oity 
is very great — nearly eight square miles, 

" 7. That a comparatively small fraction 
of it ia included in the present attempt to 
drain, and but little money is available. 

" Under the conditions above stated, my 
opinion is decidedly against allowing house 
druina to conneol with the ao-cuUed surface 
drains, unless, us in tho cuso of the Cook 
atreet ayatem, they can be made to dia- 
charge at Clover Point. But, it may be 
aaid, they do connect und will continue to 
connect, whether permitted or not. What 
remedy do you propose Thia : 

" Before spending or wasting any more 
money, secure the sorvicea of au engineer of 
acknowledged authority und experience in 
such works, whose (Jlity it would be — 

" 1. To utilize us fir aa possible the work 
already done. 

" 2. To doviao a plan of water supply and 
drainage, tho work to bo done in sections 
spread over some yeora, which would give 
continuity to the undertaking till its com- 
pletion, and save successive councils the 
labor of tackling a problem which additions 
and alterations will year after year make 
more costly and difBcnltof solution, 

" To propose this la no diaparagcment 
cither to the Council or City Engineer. It 
would bo uurciiBoniible to expect the latter 
geutletiiun, with so muny other demands on 
hia time, can fully and udKiuately udviae 
tho Council on so largo a queation or (Jouu 
cillora afford time to auflioiently consider it; 
whero»B, in tho way proposed the work 
would go on, on a settled plan, year after 
year to completion. 

"Why 1 recommend to slop expenditure 
till EO adviaed ia thia : It ia imijoaslblo to 
know what course such an authority, after 
minutely examining tho ground, tho levela 
and the plans, might propose to connect the 
■onflioting systems; for instance, a second 
nutlet, a scheme for deodorising, or u dam 
with sluices at Point Kllice to Qush Victoria 
harbor, etc., might prove a financial neces- 
ally, and any heavy woric done now might 
intensify rather than improve the situa- 
tion." 

MR, l'i:.MlSi;'s RI'-fOKT. 

This in condensed form was aa follows : — 
"Tho Council should not sanction by ex- 
plicit permisuion any connection from 
bouses. The danger to bo feared, in oases 
where surface drains exist, is that the 
ratepuyera of any purticiUur dis- 
trict may veto any by-luw for another 
system of druinoge, hoping thut permission 
to so connect may bo granted at eomo 
future time. . . . The Cook street div- 
ision of surface drains now being constructed 
is an exception to this rule. . . , This 
ia di!signed now to drain an area of 4.0U 
acres, of surface water only. It will dis- 
cliargo near Soulhgate street into the exist- 
ing 'separate system' outfall. Aa the 
sectional area of the latter ia so much 
smaller than that of tho former, it is pro- 
posed to allow for tho dinch»rgo of extra- 
ordinary atori7i waters into ii. reHerv(jir 
which will, within probably thirty hours 
after any great rainfall, allow ihe exci^ss of 
water to again How from the reservoir into 
the ])re.-ient onlfuU, The cost of this 
reaervnir aiul luiul will bo about 517,(11)0 
It ia clearly contrary to tho laws of health 
thua to allow au overllow of water impreg- 
nated with sewage matter, oven for 
thirty houis. One way to remedy this and 



atill to utilizn tho surface drains, would be 
to continue tho latter to Clover Point, ut 
a cost cotimatcd by tlio City Engineer not 
to exceed 570,000, which might poaaibly be 
conaiderabiy diminished by enlarging the 
present outfull. . . Tho cost would be : 
Present cnnlruot, SliO.OOO ; cutlet to Clover 
Point, §70,000; pipe druina with connec- 
tions, S-10,000; total, ?140,000. Thia coot 
is less than one-half of that of t ho are a 
drained by the 'separate ayatem.'" ^ W 
In oouclusion Mr. Peurae suzgests the 
importance of entering into this question of 
tho completion of the sewerage of the city 
with open minds, and that before any 
further expenditure, either on surface 
drains or sewers, is Incurred, the service 
of some engineer of established reputation 
in this work be engaged to report fully on 
the best way of doing the work required to 
bo done. 

Ai.D. IUker spoko in support of the re- 
ports of the engineers so fur as they said 
that aewago should not go into the surface 
drains, He held, however, that there was 
no way of preventing more or less sewage 
getting into the box drains natll the sewers 
aro comijloted, and he thought it better to 
permit direct connection in the meantime, 
lor bath water and aink water, rather than 
to have it running along tho aurfuco of the 
atrceta to the intersections und then into the 
druina. Ho moved that Ihe report be re- 
ceived anil liled. 

Ai.i). Stvi.hh proteatnd agninat disposing 
of tho report in such sunnnary faehiuu, us 
he thought tho information contuincd waa 
very valuable. 

Ai,i). lI/.KiilS moved, seconded by Aid. 
Mclvillicuu, that tho report be received and 
a copy furnished to each alderman. This 
wuK adopted. 

'I'he cuiiunitteo on the homo for tho aged 
und infirm recommended tlio re-udmisbion 
of Alex. .McLean, aged OS. Adopted. 

Tho Streets committee recommended thut 
tho line of Toronto street ahould bo defined, 
and ircspaasera notified to remove tho ob- 
struoliona. ; They enclosed a report from the 
City Engineer, stating that the fence of tho 
parsonage of St. John's church extends three 
feet across the lino of Herald street, and 
that tho porch of the schoolroom extends 
three feet ten inches on the same street. 
Auother report from the Kngineer stated 
that the cost of replacing tho bridge on tho 
Burnsidd road, now closed, with a trestle 
bridgo would be $1,500 ; und that the cost 
of tilling in the roadway and making a brick 
culvert would ho S',i,250. In view of tho 
permanent naturo of the latter worlc, he 
recommended that plan to the Council. 

Ai.o Bakkk urgtd that aomo action bo 
taken immediately with respect to tho 
Burnaide roud bridge, aa tho public were 
now being put to very great inconvenience, 
having to go round two or three milea. Ho 
thought that whatever action waa taken 
with respect to Toronto atreet, tho same 
should apply to Herald street. 

Al.l). liUAiii: alao urged that aomothing 
Dhould bo dene ::!!!;iedi:;lely itbout the 
bridgo. 

Ai.i). HK.Ni)i£it."io.s moved to authorizo the 
construction of a culvert on Burnaide road ; 
alao thut the words referring to the notifi- 
cation to treepusaers on Toronto street bo 
struck out. Adopted. 

Ai.D. Stym's moved that lettera be 
addressed to Meaara. Prior and Earle, 
M.P.'a, requesting them to again call the 
attention of tho dominion Government to 
the powder magazine on Beacon Hill, it 
being a dangerous nuisance. Ic Was six 
years, he pointed out, since he had first 
moved in this matter. 

Ai.i>. liKAGO seconded the resolution, and 
tuggestcd ihat tho Park committee should 
wait on the ministers. 

Ai.i) Belyea moved, in amendment, that 
the Chief of tho Fire Department be outhor- 
i/.ed to remove it at once. 

Al.l). Bakkk thought at least tho Chiif of 
Police should tind out whut there ia in the 
mug'i/.ine, and if there was any powder it 
ouutit to bo removed ut once, without ask- 
ing the D.iminiou Government oruuyoneelae. 

Ai.i). .Mu.sN reminded the Council that 
Col. Holmes had threatened to send a 
detachment of C Buttery to protect the 
magii/.ine when once before a committee of 
citiz .na had threatened to remove it. Ho 
would not udviso tho proposed action, but 
thought tho corporation ahould " give it to 
the ministers red hot" while they were 
here. The Government had, to hia know 
ledge, been promising for more than three 
yoirs to remove it in a few weeks, 

Ai.p. Bki.vka changed his resolution to 
read, " If the m iguzine be not removed 
within thirty days." 

Ami Haiuus and Ai.rj. Stvi.ks thought 
it belter to keep alrictly within tlio law. 

Tin: MayoIi aaid the Provincial Oovern- 
ment, the ownera of the lund, had given 
authority to erect thia magu/.ino. U would 
not add to the diiinity of tho Council to 
puaa a resolution thut it could not carry 
out. 

The amendment was withdruwn and tho 
original I esolutioii was carried. 

Al.l). Mi'N.N moved, seconded by Aid. 
Harris, that tho Minister of Agriculture 
and Quarantine and the Minister of Finance 
be urged to use their endeavor to have paid 
to Victoria tho money expended on account 
oi the introduction of smallpox from China, 
Carried. 

Ald. MnwN moved, seconded by Aid. 
Kubortson, A long resolution to the effect 
that tho Ministers ahould be urgod to use 

their cndeavora to have the Indians re- 
moved from tho present rcaervo in Victoria 
to aonie more Buii-ablo locality. The reaolu 
tion was carried after coiiaiderablo discus- 
aion. 

Tlie Council went into conimittco of the 
wliole on thu pound by-law. An animated 
disciisainn took place on the elauso provid- 
ing, urnnngat ntlier thinga, that no animal 
ahould bo permitted to run ut large 
browse or feed upon any uiifenced lots or 
unfenced land within the city limita. 

Al.l) liKl.Yi'.A nppnsed this on the ground 
thut the city had no right to interfere with 
such use of private property, and he moved 
that the words be struck out. This waa 
lost, Aid. Uolyea, Baker and MoKillioan 
alone voting ypi». 

The committee rose and reported progress 
when ubiiut half through tho long by-law 
The Council .adjourned at 11:07.
